Ellsberg, 41, and Busso, 35, 
both former .Band Corp. re- 
searchers on government proj- 
ects, are accused cf esiaonage, 
conspiracy and theft in Sod-, 
nection with the leak to news 
media of the top secret stu^ of 
origins of the Virinam war.’ t 

Their attorneys have said 
that employes of the military- 
industrial conqdex would -be 
prejudiced against, the defe^ ,1 
ants and could fear an acquittal
